(im* of the most im po rtant military 
conferences in years was recently held 
In Washington, and as a result of it the 
organization of the Coifed States army 
in time of war will be wholly remodel 
ed on lines different from any thing 
hitherto known In the history of the 
service. 
The conference was participated in 
tty Secretary Stimson and Major Gen 
elal Leonard Wood aud the national 
militia board, consisting of Brigadier 
General ( ’. P. Boardman of Wisconsin. 
Brigadier General W. E. Finzer of O r ­ 
egon, Major General Thomas J. Stew

T he subject before tile board was tim 
assimilation of the militia of the st ate s 
by the regular a rm y in service outside 
the limits of the United States, and it 
was forced into consideration by q u e s 
t ions arising Severn I months ago in 
connection with Hit* de mand at that 
time for Intervention in Mexico. 
The menace to Americans in c o m m u ­ 
nities along the bottler from e n g a g e ­ 
ments between the regulars {intl the in 
sn rivet os on Mexican soil had from 
time to time brought up tile question 
of 
utilizing state 
troops to protect 
American citizens anti the furth er ques 
t ion wheth er such state troops could bt* 
tak en across the international b o u n d a ­ 
ry into Mexico as United States forces 
The broader question also as to what 
use could be mad e of the militia gener­ 
ally as federal troops iii case of for 
eign w a r was involved. 


D ecision a S urprise. 
The question being bald finally before 
the attorney general for his opinion, lie 
decided that th e militia of ii state 
could not be used as a United States 
military force outside the boundaries 
of the country. 
This decision w as re 
eel veil with a good deal of surprise and 
e mbarrass ment. 
The secretary of w ar an d his advis­ 
ers began at once to deliberate on some 
m easure of legislation by which the 
gap between the regular arm y an d the 
militia in cast* of foreign war might 
be closed. 
The militia has been built 
nj) through many years of hard work 
on the p a rt of the w a r d e p artm en t and 
the arm y, and congress inis provided 
money liberally for its maintenan ce 
anil development. 
T h e plan finally de 
vised by Secretary 
Stimson was to 
m a k e it possible by law for congress to 
authorize the federal gove rnment to 
reach out and take in the state militia 
organizations and place them bodily in 
tin* United States arm y provisionally. 
There would th us be three compo 
tent forces embraced in the I nlted 
States army in time of war the re gu­ 
lars. 
the

A draft was made of ii law to author 
l/.t* this transfe r of the militia to the 
regular forces, aud it was subm it te r 
to various militia officers throughout 
the country, an d It met with general 
approval.
